BY-LAWS 


By-Law No. 584 


__A By-Law to provide for expenditure on the Systen of County 
Highways in the County of Norfolk as approved by order in Council 
during the year 1927. 


WHEREAS the regulations of the: Department of Public 
Highways of Ontario require that the expenditure on County High- 
ways under the Highways Improvement Act, Chapter 40, R. 8. O., 
1914, andthe Ontario Highways Act, 5 George 5, Chapter 17, 
shall be provided for annually by County By-Law. 


THEREFORE the Council of the Municipal Corporation of 
the County of Norfolk enacts as follows : 


(1) The sum of $22200.00 is hereby apportioned, for monies 
raised by Levy. for expenditure upon construction on the said 
system during the year 1927. 


(2) ‘The sum of $43300.00 is hereby appropiated, from the 
monies raised by Levy, for expenditure upon maintenance and re- 
pair of the roads in the said system during the year, 1927. 


| (8) The said monies shall be expended under the direction of 
the duly appointed County Road Superintendent. 


(4) All work on which the said monies shall be expended shall 
be performed in accordance with the last revised regulations re- 
specting Highways issued by the Department of Public Highways 
of Ontario. 


(5) The Clerk shall transmit two certified copies of this 
By-Law to the Deputy Minister, Department of Public Highways 
of Ontario, within thirty days after the passing thereof.

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Report of the Agricultural and Indus- 
trial Committee 


To the Warden and Members of the County Council of the County 
of Norfolk. 


Gentlemen : 


In making our final report we would like to mention some of 
the work this Committee in co-operation with the Chamber of Com- 
merce has accomplished. Last spring a few meetings were held 
throughout the County to discuss soil improvement. We also be- 
lieve the money which we invested in junior judging whereby a 
young man and young woman were given a free trip to the Inter- 
national Exibition at Chicago. 


At the September meeting we along with the Chamber of Com- 
merce granted $100.00 each which is doubled by the Department 
of Agriculture for soil improvement work. There are 96 men in 
the County who are using already Lime and phosphate on demonstra- 
tion plots. 


Already meetings are being arranged to discuss soil improve- 
ments. and we are particularly assured that a man from the O. A: 
C. will be placed at our disposal. 


Our Committee have discussed the advisability of asking the 
Federal Government to place the County of Norfolk in T. B. Ac- 
credited area.

Report of the County Road Committee. 


To the Warden and Members of the County Council of the County 
of Norfolk. : 


Gentlemen : 


Your Committee on County Roads beg leave to report as fol- 
lows : 


We desire to draw the attention of this Council to Section 238, 
Chapter 15 of the Highway Improvement Act, 1926, and also to 
the amendment in the 1927 Statutes, having regard to Bridge un- 
der the jurisdiction of the County Council other than Bridges on 
the County Road System. The original section provides that if the 
County Council passes a By-Law and the same is approved by the 
Minister of Highways an allowance of 40 per cent. for improvement 
of Bridge over 50 feet may be made and of 30 per cent. on bridge 
under 50 feet as amended, or if the County Council will pass a By- 
Law reverting all Bridges under 20 féet span to the local Munici- 
palities, the Minister may direct an allowance of 50 per cent. of the 
Expenditure involved in the continuany improving or replacing of 
the bridges of over 20 feet span assured by the County. 


Your Committee also desire to place on record their recom- 
mondation of the advisability of treatment of some of the gravel 
roads in this County in accordance with the Provincial Highways 
Department work between Barrie and Orillia which your committee 
have inspected and found in very satisfactory condition. This 
method of treatment not only allays the dust nuisance but also will 
assist in conserving our gravel deposits which are becoming depleted 
in certain sections of the County, in addition it will create better 
roads and cheaper maintenance on the County Road System. 


Your Committee have provided some new filing cabinets and 
furniture in the office of the County Road Superintendent, we find 
that the vault accomodations now used by the Superintendent is 
inadequate and would recommend that the wall dividing the vault 
in the Judge’s Chambers and the vault in the Superintendent’s 
office be removed ; and that the vault door in the Judge’s Chambers 
be bricked in and the vault used only from the Superintendent’s 
office ; we would also recommend that the walls of Superintendent’s 
office be re-decorated and that a new floor be put in the office, and 
the carpet and linoleum be dispensed with. 


The following are the more important features of the work pro- 
ceeded with during the past season : 
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Road No. 1—Four miles of re-surfacing. 


Road No. 2—Three and one half miles of resurfacing and one 
reinforced concrete culvert extension, four by four by fourteen feet. 


Road No. 8—Six and three-quarter miles of resurfacing. 


Road No. 6—Four miles resurfacing, One and a half miles of 
grading, gravelling of same being proceeded with. 


Road No. 7—One and One-half miles of grading and gravelling, 
One mile of resurfacing, One reinforced concrete culvert extension. 


No. 8—Five miles of resurfacing, construction of culvert One 
hundred and Twenty-two feet long in Walsingham Centre, One mile 
gravelling in South Walsingham. 


Road No. 9—One and One-half mile of grading, gravelling of 
same being proceeded with, Seven miles resurfacing, One third mile 
tarvia road constructed North or Port Rowan, and One reinforced 
concrete culvert ‘T'wenty-six feet and Six inches long by Nine 
feet Six inches by Hight feet. 

Road No. 10—Six miles resurfacing. 

Road No. 11—One and One half miles grading and gravelling. 


Road No. 12—One mile of grading, gravelling being proceeded 
with. 


Road No. 183—One and One-half miles resurfacing. 


Road No. 14—One mile widening of right-of-way, One mile 
grading and gravelling. | 


Road No. 15—Three and One-half miles grading and gravelling, 
installation of one four foot culvert, three miles of resurfacing. 


No. 16—Four miles resurfacing, one reinforced concrete culvert 
extension four by four by twelve feet. 


Road No. 18—Two miles grading and grayelling. 
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Road No. 19—One quarter mile grading and gravelling, elimi- 
nation of dangerous corner at County Boundary. 


Road No, 21—Three miles resurfacing. 


Road No. 22—Three miles grading and gravelling widening of 
several bad gulleys. 


Road No. 24—-One mile resurfacing. 


Road No. 25—One mile grading and gravelling and widening 
of Right of Way.

Total Expended to date on Maintenance ..,.............. 50,635 92

BY-LAW NO. 586 


A By-Law to appoint a High School Trustee of Waterford 
High School to fill the unexpired term of Gordon Duncombe, de- 
ceased, 





WHEREAS by RB. 8. O., 1914, Chapter 268, Section 21 and 
Sub-sections thereof, ‘‘ The High School Act,’’ County Councill 
are empowered and required to make appointments to fill vacancies 
_ from the annual retirements, resignations or otherwise of High 

School Trustees, 


AND WHEREAS Gordon Duncombe was appointed High 
School Trustee of the Waterford High School under By-Law No. 
558 of said County.

BE I'T THEREFORE ENACTED by the Municipal Council 
of the Corporation of Norfolk in Council assembled : 


1. That L. E. Kidder of the Village of Waterford in said 
County of Norfolk, be appointed High School High School Trustee 
of Waterford High School, to fill the unexpired term of the said 
Gordon Duncombe, deceased.

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BY-LAW NO. 587 


A By-Law to provide for borrowing Twelve Thousand Dollars 
upon Debentures to pay for rebuilding. enlarging, furnishing and 
equipping offices in the Court House and Gaol in the County of 
Norfolk. 


WHEREAS the County of Norfolk deems it necessary to en- 
large and equip the office of the Surrogate Court Registrar and 
other offices in the Court House and to install steel sells in the 
Gaol of said County. 


AND WHEREAS the said County, pursuant to Ontario 
Statutes, 12--13 George V, Chapter 72, Section 289, Sub-section 
le. in order to carry out the work of enlarging, furnishing and 
equipping said offices in Court House and Gaol as aforesaid, deem it 
necessary to borrow. the sum of Twelve Thousand Dollars on the 
credit of the Corporation and to issue debentures therefor, bearing 
interest at the rate of five per cent. per annum, which is the 
amount of the debt intended to be created by this By-Law. 


AND WHEREAS it is expedient to make the principal of the 
said debt repayable in yearly sums during the period of twenty 
years of such amounts respectively that the aggregate amount pay- 
able for principal and interest in any year shall be equal as nearly 
as may be to the amount so payable for principal and interest in 
in each of the other years. 


AND WHEREAS it will be necessary to raise annually the 
sum of $962.91 during the period of twenty years to pay the said 
yearly sums of principal and interest as they become due. 


AND WHERKBAS the amount of the whole rateable property 
of the Municipality, according to the last revised assessment rolls 
of the local Municipality of which the County is composed is 
Fourteen Million Five Hundred and Sixty Thousand Dollars 
($14,560,000.). 


AND WHEREAS the presant amount of Debenture Debtfof the 
said Corporation is the sum of $524,586.50 and no principal or in- 
terest in respect thereof is in arrears. 
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AND WHEREAS the amount of the Debenture Debt of the 
said Corporation, including the amount to be provided for by this 
By-Law is less than five per cent of the equalized assessment of 
the said County. 


AND WHEREAS it is adlisable that a By-Law shall be 
passed for the purposes aforesaid. 


THEREFORE THE MUNICIPAL COUNCIL of the County 
of Norfolk enacts as follows: 


1. That for the purposes aforesaid there shall be borrowed on 
the credit of the said Corporation the sum of Twelve Thousand 
Dollars and Debentures shall be issued therefor in the sums of not 
less than $100.00 each, bearing interest at the rate of five per cent. 
per annum and having coupons attached thereto for the payment 
of the interest. 


2. The Debentures shall all bear the same date and shall be 
issued within three months of the date on which the By-Law is 
passed and may bear any date within such three months and shall 
be paid in annual instalments during the twenty years next after 
the time when the same are issued and the respective amounts for 
principal and interest payable in each year shall be as follows:

6. That this By-Law sall come in force and take affect on the 
day of the final passing thereof.
